He himself Usd been a can¬ 
didate for the Presidency with the sup¬ 
port of Kansas and Oklahoma to the

HOOVER* VICTORY 

For the Presidency Herbert Hoover 
was nominated late last night on the 
first ballot in a landslide that piled up 
at his feet nearly four-fifth of the 
entire vote of the convention The alii- 
tr.«$e of candidates against him col- 
I lapsed and scattered and his chief 
I opponent. Prank O. Lowden. former 
Governor of Illinois, withdrew entirely.

Week-end on the Bargain Highway 


SSR. HOOVER'S NOMINATION BY THE 
Republican Patty at Kansas Gty lad night 
was a foregone conclusion from the opening of the 
convention. It also was certain from the first that 
only one ballot would be needed to determine the 
party's choice. Although but 545 voles were neces¬ 
sary to win the nomination, Mr. Hoover polled 837 
out of a total of 1089. Only Kansas, which gave its 
entire twenty-three to Senator Curtis, and Indiana, 
whose thirty-three went solidly to Senator Watson, 
stayed out of the Hoover column, the delegates of the 
remaining forty-six states either going to Hoover com¬ 
pletely or being divided among the various candidates. 
This is the first time since 1896, with the exception 
of those occasions on which Presidents were unani¬ 
mously nominated for second terms, when a single 
ballot has been sufficient to decide the nomination. 
At the convention in 1920 many ballots were token 
in the doee fight between Governor Lowden and 
General Wood, neither being able to poll a ma¬ 
jority of the votes, with the result that Senator Harding 
was chosen as a compromise candidate. 

Undoubtedly the Republicans have-chosen their 
strongest man os their standard-bearer. Mr. Hoover, 
who is an engineer by profession and who as such 
has operated m many parts of the world, is a very 
able administrator and n man of unusual force of 
character. It is no secret that the big financial in¬ 
terests would, have preferred Mr. Coolldge, whom
